A Council of Deans reception on Fri- 
day at 2:30 p.m. in Chapel Hall will 
kick off the opening of the exhibit, 
which focuses on the first 50 years of 
women on campus. Enlargements of 
about 30 historic photographs, plus 
commentary based on research librarian 
Carolyn Jones’ master’s thesis on the 
subject, will be featured.

National survey names Gallaudet 
top liberal arts college in the East 


College and university presidents, in a 


nationwide survey, have named Gal- 
laudet University the best liberal arts 
college in the East, according to results 
published in the Oct. 26 U.S. News & 
World Report. 

The magazine’s third biennial survey 
of American higher education includes 
winners in nine categories. Among the 
83 schools in the eastern liberal arts 
colleges category, Gallaudet was select- 
ed by more than half of the presidents 
who responded—51.3 percent. Mary- 
mount College in New York took se- 
cond place with a 43.6 percent vote, 
and Albertus Magnus College in Con- 
necticut came in third with 33.3 
percent. 

“I am extremely pleased that Gal- 
laudet has reached this milestone,” said 
President Jerry C. Lee. “This is certain- 
ly a reflection of the hard work and 
commitment of the faculty and staff of 
our distinguished special university.” 

U.S. News asked 1,329 college and 


university presidents to select 10

schools, classified in the same category 
as their own, which provide the best 
undergraduate education. A total of 
764 presidents responded. 


In making their selections, the presi- 
dents were requested to consider cohe- 
siveness of curriculum, quality of 
teaching, relationship between faculty 
and students, and the atmosphere of 
learning fostered by the campus. 


As the winner in its category, Gal- 
laudet was cited for the sense of self- 
confidence it instills in its under- 
graduates. 


The nine survey categories into which 
the schools were divided were based on 
the 1987 classification of institutions of 
higher education assembled by the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching in Princeton, N.J. 


Categories include national universi- 
ties; eastern, southern and western 
comprehensive institutions; smaller 
comprehensive institutions; national 
liberal arts colleges; and regional liberal 
arts colleges in the East, South and 
West. 


In the last U.S. News survey, con- 
ducted in 1985, Gallaudet was chosen 
third in its class of smaller comprehen- 
sive institutions. In 1983, the University 
tied for fifth place in the category of 
regional liberal arts colleges. 


This year, in the survey’s largest 
category, Stanford University was 
named the best national university in 
the country for the second time, fol- 
lowed by Harvard and Yale. 


The survey of the top-ranked colleges 
and universities is part of a 27-page 
feature on American higher education in 
the Oct. 26 U.S. News. The magazine 
will also publish a student quidebook— 
expected to be available in bookstores 
and on newsstands in November— 
containing information about the institu- 
tions in the survey.

New sign language book published 


The Gallaudet Survival Guide to Sign- 
ing has just been published by the Gal- 
laudet University Press to meet the 
growing demand for introductory sign 
language materials. 

The book is a collection of more than 
500 frequently used signs, accompanied 
by clear illustrations and easily under- 
stood directions for making each sign, 
including hand shapes and patterns of 
movement. 

The Survival Guide was written by 
Leonard Lane, a former editor for the 
Gallaudet Press, and illustrated by Jan 
Skrobisz, a graphic artist with Art and 
Photography Services. 

The idea for the book originated over 
a year ago by Press staff, who wanted 
to produce a useful and concise manual 
on sign language for faculty and staff at 


Gallaudet who needed to learn sign lan- 
guage or to polish their signing skills, 
according to marketing manager 
Patricia Hurt-Ritenburg. 


Gallaudet’s Personnel Office is now 
discussing including the Survival Guide 
in its orientation material for new em- 
ployees, but the audience for the book 
is much larger than the Press had first 
envisioned, Hurt-Ritenburg said. 


“We realized that many, many people 
are interested in learning some signs for 
a variety of reasons,” she said. 


The book, which sells for $3.50, will 
be available at B. Dalton bookstores, 
Waldenbooks and the “Readers Market” 
at K-Mart department stores by early 
December. It is available now at the 
Gallaudet bookstore. 


Faculty senate rejects layoff policy 


Gallaudet’s Faculty Senate voted 
unanimously Oct. 19 to reject a faculty 
layoff policy proposed by the Central 
Administration. 


Instead, the Faculty Senate supported 
a motion to have the Faculty Welfare 
(Committee A) and Compensation 
(Committee E) Committees develop 
their own layoff policy, for review by 
the Faculty Senate at its December 
meeting. 


University Provost Catherine Ingold 
told the senate that it was “at liberty” 
to draft its own proposal, but if the two 
plans “are miles apart” the Board of 
Trustees would probably reject the 
senate’s policy. 

The administration drafted the layoff 
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tions are: Nancy Moore, manager of 
Editorial Services and editor of Gal- 
laudet Today magazine, G-21; Vickie 
Walter, editor, On the Green, G-17; 
Mary Johnstone, senior writer/editor, 
Preview magazine, G-19 A; Todd Byrd, 
writer, G-19 B; and Lynne McConnell, 
editorial assistant, G-19 B.

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policy for faculty in the event that a 
reduction in government funding to Gal- 
laudet requires a RIF. An existing policy 
covers RIFs of staff employees but not 
faculty members, Ingold said. 


The draft, along with comments by 
faculty, will be presented to the Board 
of Trustees Oct. 30 for review, with a 
February target date for adoption. 


Ingold told the senate that President 
Jerry C. Lee will not ask the board to 
act on the policy now. However, if 
budget reductions requiring RIFs occur 
before February, a special board ses- 
sion Board will be called to set a 
policy. 

Committee A Chair Ron Dreher said 
that the senate criticized the plan for 
being vague, stripping faculty members 
of the protection of tenure and not giv- 
ing affected faculty members sufficient 
notice in the event of a layoff. 


The senate also voted to hire an at- 
torney to review its policy and set up a 
voluntary fund to pay for legal services. 
Further, it supported cooperation be- 
tween the faculty and administration in 
developing budgetary priorities in the 
event of a government mandated 
reduction.
